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Off-licence ram-raided by thief in stolen Porsche

A thief stole a £60,000 Porsche and 
backed it into an off-licence before 
making off with a boot-load of 
booze. 

A stolen car - described as a 
black Porsche Cayenne with a 
spare wheel on its back - crashed 
through the front door of Hartley’s 
in Banstead High Street just across 
the road from Banstead police 
station at about 4.45am on Monday, 
November 23. 

After the break-in the thief did a 
lap around the block before fleeing 
down Croydon Lane. 

Fil Oliveira, 24, has been the shop 
manager of the off-licence for 


three years and said he had seen 
very little crime during his time at 
Hartley’s. 

He would not disclose the total 
cost of the damage and the robbery. 

Mr Oliveira first heard about the 
attack when he was called in to the 
store by police at about 8.45am on 
Monday. 

He said: “The shelves were 
messed up. There was glass on the 
floor. The door was caved in. 

“I was pretty shocked - it is 
Banstead after all. 

“There was a lot of damage for 
what it was, but we are open and 
back to normal, 10 ‘til 10.” 

His neighbours were shocked 
by the theft, but felt there was 
“only so much” they could do to 
safeguard against a similar attack, 
and so were not overly worried. 


A woman who works in the 
neighbouring J. Goldings news¬ 
agents said she had been asked by 
a lot of customers whether the at¬ 
tack had worried her. 

She said: “What can you do? 
There are only so many precau¬ 
tions you can take.” 

Colin Pitchley, director of nearby 
Banstead Plumbing and Property 
Maintenance, said he was told 
when the thief reversed into the 
door he damaged the back door, 
preventing it from opening. 

The thief then clumsily forced 
bottles of champagne into the 
front of the car and “dropped more 
than he put in apparently”. 

He said: “It is a bit much seeing 
as we are opposite a police station. 
And everybody saw it - the woman 
upstairs, people in the street.

Audience on the web: 
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Narrow win leads to reform calls

Losing candidates in the 
Epsom West byelection have 
called for electoral reform 
after an incredibly tight 
county council election saw 
the Conservatives win by just 
21 votes. 

Winning candidate Conser¬ 
vative Karan Persand picked 
up 23.5 per cent of the vote 
from a turnout of just 24.7 per 
cent, meaning one in 20 of the 
10,500-strong electorate voted 
for him, which means he will 
go to County Hall as the 
newest of the Conservatives’ 
59 councillors. 

Liberal Democrat Julie 
Morris, who finished 24 votes 
behind Mr Persand to be 
placed third in the Epsom 
West byelection on Friday, 
said the result “called democ¬ 
racy into question”. 

She got 588 votes, with 
Councillor Neil Dallen get¬ 
ting 591 votes to place him in 
second. 

In a system of single trans¬ 
ferable vote, the electorate is 
asked to rank candidates in 
order of preference, with the 
candidate with fewest votes 
eliminated in each round. 


Their votes are transferred 
to other candidates, and a 
winner is declared when 
he/she passes a certain 
threshold, usually 50 per 
cent. 

The Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion’s Coun Dallen echoed the 
need for reform, although he 
said it had “nothing to do 
with this result”. 

Coun Dallen said: “There 
are all sorts of issues with a 
first past the post system, al¬ 
though I would not blame this 
result on that. 

“But I have been working to 
get a different system for a 
while now, even though I won 
a borough council seat with 
it.” 

Mrs Morris said: “This 
cannot be right - it is all a bit 
of a farce. 

“How can we now have a 
county councillor who so 
many people did not want, 
who so few people voted for? 

“We need to have some kind 
of reform.” 

The Electoral Reform Soci¬ 
ety said results like this one 
were “sadly all too common 
under our broken winner- 
takes-all voting system”. 

However, the Conservatives 
hit back at Mrs Morris, 
saying she was in danger of 
“looking like a bit of a 



sore loser”. 

Sean Sullivan, who worked 
on Mr Persand’s campaign, 
said: “She might be seen as a 
hypocrite here. 

“In 2011 she won a bor¬ 
ough seat on 36 per cent of 
the vote, and last time the 
Lib Dems won Epsom West 
on less than 30. 

“The fact is that the people 
of Epsom and Ewell voted 
on electoral reform in 2011, 
and 70 per cent of people re¬ 
jected it, so the people have 
spoken.”

A 29-year-old Tadworth 
man appeared in court via 
video link after being 
charged with attempted 
robbery, false imprison¬ 
ment and criminal damage 
earlier this month. 

Craig Gorringe, of Gorse 
Close, Tadworth, was ar¬ 
rested following a police 
chase through Epsom town 
centre on November 2.

Appearing via video link 
on Thursday, November 19, 
from High Down prison, Mr 
Gorringe spoke to confirm 
his name at the preliminary 
hearing, and was told his ar¬ 
raignment had been ad¬ 
journed. His plea and case 
management hearing will 
take place on January 20. 

He will remain in custody. 


‘Inadequate’ faith school to shut after Ofsted report 


An Epsom faith school is 
closing after receiving a 
damning Ofsted report in 
which it was branded “inade¬ 
quate” in each category, and 
told pupils “were not given 
sufficient opportunities to 
learn about different cul¬ 
tures and the perspectives of 
others”. 

The Cornerstone School, in 
West Hill, Epsom, was con¬ 
demned by the watchdog’s 
chief inspector, Sir Michael 
Wilshaw on several counts, 
including the fact pupils 
“said they had a limited view 
of the world”. 

Headteacher Grahame 
Davies said: “The mountain 
of demands made by Ofsted 
meant that, after more than 
27 years as headteacher, I felt 
I was not the person to take 
the school forward. 

“Our unique setting means 
that this is much easier said 
than done, so the governors 
realised they had little op¬ 
tion, but to close the school.” 

Prior to the Ofsted report 


the school taught just 37 
pupils between the ages of 
five and 16, but that number 
has dwindled to just 15 now. 

The school lists its aims to 
be “obedient to God in all 
things as revealed in the 
Bible”, and to allow “Chris¬ 
tianity to permeate the cur¬ 
riculum, running and the life 
of the school”. 

In 2005 Cornerstone was 
one of four faith schools to 
attempt to overturn a ban on 
smacking pupils, arguing the 
law infringed their religious 
freedom to provide a Bible- 
based education. 

Sir Wilshaw said in the re¬ 
port: “Leaders and managers 
at the Cornerstone School, a 
school of Christian charac¬ 
ter, have not ensured that 
pupils are receptive to the 
views of people who may 
have different beliefs and 
values to their own.” 

Mr Davies said: “Our 
school community is very 
upset and sad about this - it 
is not something that any of

our parents wanted. 

“The Ofsted inspectors ac¬ 
knowledged that Corner¬ 
stone parents are over¬ 
whelmingly happy with, and 
supportive of, the school. 

“Our parents do not agree 
with Ofsted that Cornerstone 
is an inadequate school. 
What right does Ofsted have 
to over-rule the wishes of 
parents? 

“Ofsted seem to be under¬ 
mining the principle that 


children belong to their par¬ 
ents, not the state.” 

The report also concluded 
the school “has not provided 
a curriculum that enables 
pupils to develop their aes¬ 
thetic and creative knowl¬ 
edge and skills”. 

It went on to state: “The 
Cornerstone School was not 
promoting school sport well 
and pupils have not had the 
opportunity to learn drama, 
dance, music, technology or 
art during school time. 

“Governors did not rou¬ 
tinely challenge leaders 
about the quality of teaching 
and its impact on pupils’ 
progress. 

“Systems were not in place 
to performance manage 
teachers and help them to 
improve.” 

Cornerstone was one of 
nine faith schools across the 
UK inspected by Ofsted that 
were found to be “inade¬ 
quate”, with a further eight 
schools told they “required 
improvement”.

In a letter to parents, the 
school said: “Once the man 
realised that the student 
was meeting an adult family 
member he sped off down 
the road. 

“The police are aware and 
are investigating. 

“Due to the serious nature 
of this matter, we feel it is 
vital that you are advised of 
any potential threat to your 
son/daughter’s safety.”

The newly-formed Epsom 
and Ewell Refugee Network 
will offer support to any 
refugees who settle in the 
borough. 

In September the Govern¬ 
ment pledged to accept up to 
20,000 Syrians through the 
Vulnerable Persons Reloca¬ 
tion Scheme between 2015 
and 2020. 

Last month, Epsom and 


Ewell Council unanimously 
approved Councillor Vince 
Romagnuolo’s motion to sup¬ 
port any initiatives to help 
refugees fleeing a “murder¬ 
ous fascist death cult”. 

But unlike many authori¬ 
ties, the council does not have 
its own housing stock and 
would be reliant on securing 
housing association homes 
and the private sector to ac¬ 
commodate people.

Student killed after 
looking wrong way

A young Worcester Park 
man studying in France was 
killed when he was hit by a 
car while looking the wrong 
way while crossing the road 
- which would have been the 
correct way in Britain - an 
inquest heard. 

West London Coroner’s 
Court ruled on Tuesday that 
22-year-old William Marc 
Etheridge died when cross¬ 
ing a highway in Montpelli¬ 
er, in southern France, 
where he was studying as a 
foreign student. 

Mr Etheridge, who was 


born in Kingston, suffered 
head, chest and lower-limb 
injuries after he was hit by a 
Volkswagen Golf at 1.50am 
on September 28, 2013. 

Coroner Jason Pegg said: 
“This was a very tragic 
accident. 

“Crossing the road he 
looked in the wrong direc¬ 
tion, no doubt because he 
was from England.” 

Taking evidence from the 
report from the French po¬ 
lice force, he said Mr 
Etheridge was returning 
from a party with six friends 
- four women and two men. 

He also said there was a 
“suggestion the driver may 
have been intoxicated by 
drugs”, but this was 


not confirmed. 

Mr Etheridge died in the 
ambulance which was called 
to the accident, it was also 
revealed. 

Another motorist, who was 
travelling behind the Golf, 
said he approached the 
scene, where Mr Etheridge’s 
acquaintances were gath¬ 
ered around a body lying in 
the road. 

A friend of Mr Etheridge, 
named as Mr Anthone, 
“shouted out to Mr 
Etheridge” as he was looking 
the wrong way, but he was 
hit by the car, the court 
heard. 

The inquest was formally 
closed by Mr Pegg on Tues¬ 
day, November 24.

Arsonists set family 
business vans alight

A £5,000 reward is being offered 
for information leading to the 
arrest of arsonists who torched 
nine lorries belonging to a fami¬ 
ly business. 

Penwarden Haulage in College 
Road, Epsom, was devastated by 
the attack in the early hours of 
Saturday, October 3, which left 
nine of its 22 vehicles damaged 
beyond repair. 

A Premier Skips lorry parked 
at the site was also burned and 
suffered irreparable damage, 
estimated to be worth about 
£1.5m. 

A derelict mansion at the site 
of the former Epsom Hospital, 
in Horton Lane, was also de¬ 
stroyed in a separate suspected 


arson attack on the evening of 
Friday, October 2, though police 
have confirmed they are not 
linking the two. 

Charity Crimestoppers is offer¬ 
ing a reward in the hope the Pen- 
warden Haulage arsonists are 
brought to justice. 

CCTV footage shows two hood¬ 
ed men breaking into the front of 
the haulage yard at 3.32am on 
Saturday, October 3. 

The pair are seen trying to 
open the lorries before throw¬ 
ing bricks at the windows and 
an object that sets the vehicles 
alight. 

They then fled at about 4.15am 
before firefighters arrived to 
tackle the fires. 

Four crews from neighbouring 
stations were sent there at 
4.45am where they found the 10 
lorries alight. 


Nearby residents reported 
being woken up by “horren¬ 
dous” flames and “loud bangs” 
from exploding tyres. 

Luke Penwarden, from Pen- 
warden Haulage, said: “This is a 
family-run company of 25 years 
and we have never had anything 
like this happen to us before. 

“We do not know why anyone 
would do this to us.” 

An initial fire investigation 
concluded the cause of the fire 
was deliberate, but Surrey 
Police said the damage was so 
extensive that further forensic 
investigation was impossible. 

A man in his 30s was arrested 
on suspicion of arson. He has 
been bailed

School student wins 


prize for new drug

A GCSE student has received in¬ 
ternational recognition at the 
Google Science Fair for his work 
in the early detection of 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

His work has also seen him 
make the finals of the National 
Science and Engineering Prize, to 
be held in March next year. 

Krtin Nithiyanandam, who at¬ 
tends Sutton Grammar School, 
was the winner of the Scientific 
American Innovator Award at the 
science fair for his work in creat¬ 
ing a drug for the earlier diagnosis 
of Alzheimer’s disease. 

Currently Alzheimer’s can only 
be detected through a series of 
cognitive tests or by looking at the 
brain after death. 

The 15-year-old Epsom resident, 
who moved to Britain from India 
with his family when he was a 
baby, also created a nanoparticle 
as part of the drug. 

The nanoparticle, scientifically 
referred to as a quantum dot, had 
therapeutic effects by preventing 
a toxic protein associated with the 
disease from entering cells, there¬ 
fore increasing the life of the cell. 

The complex research saw him 
breakdown and combine two anti¬ 
bodies to create the drug, which 
worked with the nanoparticle, to 


deliver treatment to the patient. 

He said: “I have always had an 
interest in the brain. 

“I chose Alzheimer’s because 
now we are getting better treat¬ 
ment for diseases people are living 
longer, which is good because that 
is what you want to do with scien¬ 
tific medicine, but also if you live 
longer there is an increased risk 
in developing Alzheimer’s. 

“The Google award was really 
cool. Going to America and seeing 
Google headquarters was really 
nice, winning the prize was a 
great bonus, I am proud of that. 

“It also meant that it opened up 
more connections for my work.” 


Mr Nithiyanandam also works 
with the Institute of Cancer Re¬ 
search on developing a more 
effective way of delivering 
chemotherapy to patients without 
damaging healthy cells. 

He took home US$25,000 
(£16,500) and his school received 
digital access to Scientific Ameri¬ 
can’s 170 years of archives for 12 
months as part of his prize. 

Google will be putting togeth¬ 
er a short film on his success on 
Saturday. 

Once he finishes his GCSEs, he 
plans to study medicine and 
wants to work as a brain surgeon 
and continue his research.

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The controversial criminal 
courts charge imposed by Epsom 
and Ewell MP Chris Grayling 
must be abolished “as soon as 
possible”, according to the Con¬ 
servative-dominated justice se¬ 
lect committee. 

Mr Grayling introduced the 
measure, which imposes manda¬ 
tory payments of up to £1,200 on 
all convicted defendants, in April. 

The former Justice Secretary 
said in March that the charge 
would ensure criminals “pay 
their way”. 

But the justice select commit¬ 
tee - a body set up to scrutinise 
the Ministry of Justice (MiJ) - 
argues the charges create “per¬ 
verse incentives” for defendants 
to plead guilty, are a “grossly dis¬ 
proportionate” punishment for 
many charges, and undermine 
compensation paid to victims. 

Chairman of the cross-party 
committee Bob Neill said to a 
justice committee meeting: “The

evidence we have received has 
prompted grave misgivings 
about the operation of the 
charge, and whether, as current¬ 
ly framed, it is compatible with 
the principles of justice. 

“It creates a range of serious 
problems and benefits no one. We 
would urge (current justice secre¬ 
tary) Michael Gove to act on our 
main recommendation and abol¬ 
ish it as soon as possible.” 

It is the latest in a series of 
public scrutinies for Mr 
Grayling after he was criticised 
for his defence of cuts to tax 
credits, and then again two days 
later for his condemnation of 


journalists who he said abuse 
the Freedom of Information Act 
to generate stories. 

One of the cases cited in the re¬ 
port published by the justice se¬ 
lect committee into criminal 
courts charges was that of a 32- 
year-old woman who admitted to 
stealing a four-pack of Mars bars 
worth 75p. 

She said she stole the item be¬ 
cause she “had not eaten in days” 
after her benefits were sanc¬ 
tioned. She was fined £73, ordered 
to pay a £150 criminal courts 
charge, £85 costs, a £20 victim sur¬ 
charge, and 75p compensation. 

MPs believe that a very small 
proportion of fines imposed 
since April have been collected. 

Although no official figures 
were available, the committee 
said it appeared that just over five 
per cent of the £5.6m to £5.9m 
charges handed down in the first 
three months had been paid, 
“substantially below” the rate for 
other types of financial sanction. 

The MoJ said the concerns 
were noted and the operation of 
the fee was being kept under 
review.

investigations are ongoing. 

A spokesman for the Co-opera¬ 
tive Food said: “I can confirm that 
a colleague was injured at our 
store on Monday. He is now at 
home recovering. We are fully 
supporting him, and are working 
closely with the police to help 
them with their enquiries.”

MAKE THE MOVE 

There's nothing like starting a new year in a new home, but is it possible to 
house and move in by January 1,2016? Well, according to OnTheMarket.c 


The newy year is just around the corner 
and the days in between are no ordi¬ 
nary days. There's the small matter of 
Christmas, which doesn't just mean 
stuffed turkeys, frazzled children and 
stressful in-laws, but an extended holi¬ 
day period for estate agents, solicitors 
and mortgage lenders. 

Worry not, however. If you have set 
your heart on singing Auld Lang Syne 
under a new roof, there's still time - 
provided you get your skates on and 
plan ahead.

Research the market: The tight 
timetable you have set yourself is not a 
licence to take short-cuts.

If it's one of the latter, there may be 
room for more negotiation on the price. 
Don't be afraid to make a cheeky 
offer: Christmas is expensive so why 
not chance your arm and put in a 
cheeky offer? Chances are the property 
has been sitting around all summer 
and the vendor has probably set his or 
her sights on selling up by January. 

"Buyers are at an advantage, says Will 
Peppitt, from Savills' Country House 
Department. "With winter ahead of us, 
many sellers are expecting little to hap¬ 
pen until next spring and so now is a 
great time to make an offer. After all, 


the worst a seller can do is say no." 

Richard Addington, Head of Savills' 
Exeter office, agrees: "Any seller who 
has been on the market for most of 
this year may well see winter approach 
ing and be prepared to accept an offer 
considerably below their spring and 
summer expectations. There is still a 
good selection of property publicly for 
sale but some buyers may be tempted 
to withdraw details soon. Buyers 
should act quickly before it's 
too late." 

Politely hassle everyone: Your tight 
timetable requires you to be on every¬ 
one's case, all the time. Crucially, keep 
up the pressure even when you've 
found a nice house and agreed a price. 
Avoid Laurel and Hardy removal men: 
Book a removal firm early. Good ones 
tend to be signed up well in advance 
and you don't want to end up with a 
pair of jokers dropping your piano 
down the stairs. The two weeks before 
Christmas tend to be particularly busy. 
Spread a bit of festive cheer: Christ¬ 
mas is stressful enough without the 
hassle of buying or selling a house. A 
bit of flexibility, decency and festive 
goodwill goes a long way at this time 
of year.

Major banks gave the go-ahead 
for £12.9bn of mortgages in Oc¬ 
tober, up 26 per cent from a 
year ago, writes Nicky Burridge. 

• What's the latest? Mortgage 
lending hit a seven-year high in 
October, as activity in the hous¬ 
ing market remained strong. 

The major banks gave the 
green light to £12.9bn of mort¬ 
gages during the month, the 
highest level since August 2008 
and 26 per cent more than in 
October last year. The number of 
mortgages agreed for people 
buying a house soared by 27 per 
cent year-on-year, while those 
remortgaging to a new deal 
surged by 34 per cent, according 
to the British Bankers' Associa¬ 
tion (BBA). 

• Why is it happening? The 
mortgage market has taken off 
this year after seeing slower de¬ 
mand during the last six months 
of 2014. 

And it has been driven by a 
pick-up in activity among buyers 
as well as existing homeowners 
remortgaging to take advantage 
of highly competitive rates. 

Richard Woolhouse, chief 
economist at the BBA, said: 
"Consumers remain confident 
and their incomes are growing. 

"Mortgage rates are at multi¬ 
year lows and people 
are snapping up the 
very competitive 
deals being offered 
by banks."

The buoyant mortgage 
market is great news for both 
existing and would-be borrow¬ 
ers. 

The current level of competi¬ 
tion in the market will particu¬ 
larly benefit those who are 
looking to buy a home or re¬ 
mortgage in the final weeks of 
this year, as lenders will be 
fighting to meet their year-end 
lending targets. 

• Sounds interesting. What's 
the background? It is worth re¬ 
membering that although mort¬ 
gage lending has recovered to 
2008 levels, it still remains well 
down on the peak of more than 
£20.5bn advanced in one month 
before the financial crisis struck.

The number of loans 
approved - nearly 78,000 - is 
also dwarfed by the more 
than 200,000 mortgages that 
were agreed each month 
during the early 2000s. 

Lending in October suggests 
that while the mortgage 
market continues to recover, 
there has not been a return to 
the debt-fuelled boom seen 
in the run up to the financial cri¬ 
sis. 

Instead, lenders now have to 
use tough criteria to assess po¬ 
tential borrowers under the 
Mortgage Market Review. Mean¬ 
while, affordability has become 
stretched for many people, as 
earnings growth has failed to 
keep pace with rising property 
values.

Epsom House owners desert the housing market with an 8 year low 


Even though the housing market is in an upbeat 
state in many parts of the UK, getting on the 
property ladder is still challenging for many and 
regarded as unattainable by some. However, 
that goal has become even worse recently in 
Epsom as the number of houses available to 
buy is at an 8 year all time low. 

Back in Summer 2008, there were over 1,225 
properties for sale in Epsom and since then this 
has steadily declined year on year, so now there 
are only 352 for sale in the suburb. This continuing 
diminishing supply of housing has been happening 
over those years for a while and there simply aren’t 
enough properties in Epsom to match demand. 

According to a recent report by the National 
Association of Estate Agents, that said, “There are 
now 11 house hunters fighting after every available 
house which isn’t sustainable.” What that means 
is Epsom youngsters, who are looking to buy their 
first home, are finding themselves being squeezed 
out by the competition. However, in the meantime, 
nobody wants to live with parents until they are in their 
30’s, so that in turn creates demand for more rental 
properties, which means landlords have a greater 
demand for more rental properties so are buying 
more, resulting in even less smaller properties for the 
youngsters to buy; it’s a vicious circle. 


Talking to fellow agents, mortgage arrangers, 
surveyors and solicitors in the suburb, all of whom 
have extensive dealings in the Epsom property 
market like myself, most of us agree the movement 
in the Epsom market is taking place in the middle 
to upper market, higher up the property ladder and 
it’s second and third steppers pushing through the 
properties that are being bought and sold. 

That has meant as people tend to move less in the 
middle to upper market, the number of the properties 
actually selling has drastically reduced over the last 
couple of years. 

When we look at the individual areas of the suburb, it 
paints an interesting picture. 

• KT17 - Epsom, Ewell, Stoneleigh - 24 properties 
sold in May 2015 (with an average value of 
£498,956), whilst over the Autumn months of 2014, 
the number of properties selling in this postcode 
reached into the mid/late 40’s. 

• KT18 - Epsom, Tattenham Corner, Headley, 
Langley Vale - 24 properties sold in May 2015 

(the most recent set of figures from the HM Land 
Registry), whilst over the Summer months of 2014, 
the number of properties selling in this postcode was 
always between 34 and 41 per month. (Interestingly 
the average value of those properties was £473,141). 


• KT19 - Epsom, West Ewell, Stoneleigh, Horton, 
Longmead - 34 properties sold in May 2015 

(with a average value of £418,541), whilst over the 
Summer months of 2014, the number of properties 
selling in this postcode reached into the mid 70’s. 

So what does this all mean for homeowners and 
landlords alike in Epsom? Demand for Epsom 
property is good, especially at the lower end of the 
market. However, with fewer properties coming 
up for sale, it means property prices are proving 
reasonably stable too. 

You see I believe a more stable, consistent Epsom 
property market, with less people seeing property as 
an easy way to make a quick buck (as many did in 
the early 2000’s when prices were rising at nearly 
20% a year so people were buying and selling every 
other minute), but a property market that has a steady 
growth of property values in Epsom, year on year, 
without the massive peaks and troughs we saw in 
the late 1980’s and mid/late 2000’s might just be 
the thing that the Epsom property market needs in 
the long term.

Benedict Cumberbatch and director Scott 
Cooper talk to JIM PALMER about Johnny Depp’s 
riveting role in the gangster movie Black Mass 


W hen the Oscars roll back 
around early next year, 
one name on everyone's 
tip sheet for Best Actor will be 
Johnny Depp.

Director Scott Cooper rightly 
recognised Depp's enormous 
achievements throughout a ca¬ 
reer, which has yielded three 
Oscar nominations and stand-out 
roles including in Finding 
Neverland, Edward Scissorhands, 
Donnie Brasco and Fear and 
Loathing in Las Vegas.

He's one of 
our most daring and bold actors. 
He loves to transform into many 
different characters, he couldn't 
be further from the man you 
see on screen. It is pretty 
remarkable." 

Black Mass tells the story of a 
Boston gangster, the brother of a 
respected politician, who rose to 
prominence, in part, because he 
was a secret FBI informant.

Cumberbatch added: "If some¬ 
body sat down and script edited 
this story of two brothers, you'd 
say it's crazy."
